Introducticn 

As  implied  in  the  title,  this  bibliography  lists  recent 
publications  in  English  on  the  whole  array  of  environmental 
problems  in  Japan.  The  terra  "related"  is  used  to  indicate  that 
much  general  background  material  on  Japan  having  a  bearing  on 
environmental  quality  is  also  included. 

Entries  are  classified  by  subject  into  seventeen  subject 
categories .  Within  each  subject  category,  entries  are  arranged 
aphabetically  by  author  under  five  document  categories  as  f oIIctjs : 
(l)  journal  articles,  (2)  books  and  monographs,  (3)  mxinicipal  and 
prefectural  agency  documents,  (U)  Japanese  government  agency  docu- 
ments, (5)  international  agency  documents. 

The  coverage  of  relevant  municipal,  prefectural  and  national 
government  documents  is  believed  to  be  fairly  comprehensive  for 
the  period  1970  through  early  1973,  with  the  qualification  that 
only  a  limited  number  of  in-print  publications  appearing  in  the 
Baen^ald  and  Chang  bibliographies  listed  on  page  5  arid  none  of 
the  articles  appearing  in  the  Japan  Report  and  Tokyo  Iletropolitan 
News  indexes  are  repeated  here.  The  coverage  of  the  three  other 
document  categories  is  probably  somewhat  less  canprehensive. 

Although  the  bibliography  primarily  covers  the  period  1970 
through  early  1973>  many  earlier  works  that  do  not  specifically 
appear  in  other  bibliographies,  such  as  the  pamphlets  in  the 
Institute  of  Population  Problems  English  pamphlet  series,  are 
included.  The  Baerx-iald  bibliography  is  a  useful  supplementary 
guide  to  the  literature  in  Qiglish  published  prior  to  mid-1970 
in  many  of  the  subject  areas  covered  in  this  work. 
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Although  most  of  the  publications  listed  are  in  English,  a 
limited  number  of  useable  Japanese-language  documents  are  included. 
These  publications  are  of  three  types;  articles  in  Japanese  x\rith 
English  summaries,  maps,  and  statistical  sources  vrhich  require  only 
the  translation  of  subject  headings  and  subheadings  to  be  practica- 
ble for  use.  All  publications  in  Japanese  are  so  labeled. 

With  one  tricky  exception,  there  is  no  cross-referencing. 
However,  publications  that  cover  more  than  one  subject  area,  such 
as  area -wide  publications,  collections  and  others,  are  annotated 
■where  appropriate  to  indicate  all  or  most  of  the  subject  areas 
covered. 

Since  most  of  these  publications  are  difficult  to  locate, 
the  addresses  of  publishers  or  sales  agents,  if  kncwn,  are  given 
at  the  end  of  the  bibliography.  The  numbers  printed  at  the  end 
of  particular  entries  correspond  to  these  addresses.  Unless  other- 
wise noted,  all  entries  are  in  print. 

Prices  are  quoted  for  information  only.  It  is  necessary  to 
send  for  an  invoice  of  current  price,  handling  and  postage  charges 
before  sending  remittances.  Unpriced  material,  if  available,  is 
abbreviated  as  N.C.  for  no  charge.  TrJhen  ordering  free  material 
from  a  source  in  Japan,  it  is  a  good  practice  to  enclose  inter- 
national postal  reply  coupons  to  cover  the  cost  of  return  postage. 

In  a  few  cases,  ccmplete  information  regarding  a  particular 
entry  could  not  be  traced,  resulting  in  a  few  entries  that  are 
incomplete. 
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Four  basic  references  are  recoranended  for  those  who  uish 
to  keep  up-to-date  regarding  the  latest  publications  on  environ- 
mental affairs  in  Japan: 

The  Japan  Quarterly  provides  fairly  good  coverage  of  books 
and  government  documents    (but  not  periodical  articles)  published 
in  Japan,  although  aboiit  one  to  tuo  years  after  the  dates  of  pub- 
lication,  in  its  listing  of   "Recent  Japanese  Publicaticns   on  Japan." 

The  Japan  Times  and  other  English-langiTage  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  Japan  publish  announcements   of  important  ner-T  and  forth- 
coming Japanese  government  documents  in  English. 

Tito  American  bibliographies,  the  Public  Affairs  Index  and 
Current  Geographical  Publications,  provide  a  listing  of  an  enormous 
variety  of  useful  items  in  Biglish,   including  periodical  articles, 
published  throughout  the  world.     Publications  on  Japan's   environ- 
ment appear  occasionally,  with  the  price  and  address  of  the  source 
given  in  the  P.A.I,  where  appropriate. 

None  of  the  above  sources,  however,  provide  an  extensive 
listing  of  Japanese  municipal,  prefectural  or  national  government 
publications,  particularly  unpriced  material.     The  most 
comprehensive  way  of  keeping  up  with  this  material  is  to  T-nrite 
directly  to  the  agencies   indicated  in  the  back  of  the 
bibliography .
